inal act provided that the bank shigrj 
at all times have gold reseive equal to 
25 pecent of its deposit and note lia- 
bility, but this clause has been tem- 
porarily suspended, 

Chartered banks for many years 
issued ‘onnk notes or bills or what 
is sometimes called folding money,Now 
the Bank of Canada does b.iis and ali 
notes of the chartered banks wil] be 
retired by 1950, There are very few 
in circulation now. Chartered banks 
must maintain a reserve of not less 
than 5 percent of their deposits Jia- 
bilities with the central bank 

One function of the central bank 
is to regulate credit and currency 
in tue best interest of the economic 
life of the people of Canada and to 
promote general walfare by prevent- 
ing wide fluctuations in trade, prices 
and employment as far as may ve 
possibly by montary measures, Its 
duty is to regulate the volume of 
purchasing media in the country. I'he 
amount of money in circulation is in- 
creased when the central bank luys 
securities such as bonds because 
money is paid out for such assets, 
(Wi:en bonds are sold by the Bank oi 
Canada the opposite result follow. 

In boom times the central bank 
cannot completely control the peo- 
ples spending, As an example there 
may be wild speculation in the mark- 
ets, to some extent this can be In- 
fluenced by invreasing interest rates 
for borrowers, by demanding more 
security and warning speculators, 

On the other hand in times 01 
depression the bank can put more 
money in the hands of people by easy 
ates and by paying out money for 
bonds. Of this money nearly: all goes 
into saving deposits nothing is gained 
because it is the velocity of «ircula- 
tion that help. A retumn of confidence 
is the needed factor so that people 
wil] spend for materials and services 
that create employment and trade and 
thus end depression, 

‘The aim of tie governor is to an- 
ticipate extreme swings and to seek 
by preventive measures to maintaia 
stability. Opinions differ on mone- 
tary afairs, but all are agreed that 
inflation brings disaster, Govern- 
ments need money for the many and

One of the enigmas of modern 
physics has just been solved by a 
United Kingdom scientist.

field by virtue of their spinning mo- 
tion, This law which it may weil be 
possible to test by laboratory experi- 
ment thus establishes for the first 
time a definite relation betwen grav- 
itation and magnetism. He has re- 
duced this cosmi« principle to terms 
of a simple equation comprehensibje 
by all with scientific and mathemati- 
cal training. This discovery, the im- 
portance of whicis it is impossible to 
exaggerate, will start a whole new 
trend of scientific though and expert- 
ment. It has given great impetus to 
further research on the physics of the 
earth and the stars as related to the

Credit For Farmers 


A REPORT TABLED RECENTLY in the Canadian House of Commons 


by Finance Minister Abbott gave some very interesting facts regarding the | 
advantages which farmers have taken of the provisions made by the gov- 


ernment in 1946 for loans for farm improvements. These loans may be 


made through chartered banks for the improvement and development of | 


farms, the loans extending over a period of ten years at an interest rate of 
five per cent. Finance Minister Abbott’s report showed that 13,030 Canadian 
farmers, including more than 10,000*from the Prairie Provinces obtained 
loans last year and that the money used for this purpose amounted to $9,- 
880,565. It was also pointed out in the report that no bank had made claims 
on the government to recover josses, showing that the farmers who had 


borrowed money had met the terms of their agreements.

Poison Ivy 


Every year many adults, and 
especitlly children, are accidentally 
poisoned from contact with Poison 
Ivy. Susceptible persons need only 
touch a plint to be afflicted with 
severe skin inflammations and water 
blisters. Persons who learn to recog 
nize and then to avoid Poison Ivy 
can save themselves much diseom- 
fort and inconvenience, 

Description. Poison Ivy is a 
woody perennial shrub which multi- 
plies by seed and underground root: 
stocks. Jn the prairie provinces it 
is usually not over 12 to 18 inches 
in he ight. The leaves of Poison Ivy 
always. consist of three leaflets. Th 
old saying, “Leaflets three, let it be,’ 
reminds us of the one sure way tc 
spot Poison Ivy. The leaflets ar 
usually oval in shape. They ar 
smooth, at least on the upper sur 
face, and have even margins (not 
coothed or notehed)®@ The flowers 
and berries are clustered in’ th 
inils of the leaves. The berries ari 
usually creamy-white in colour, A 
photograph of Pofton Ivy has been 
reproduced on a printed — leaflet 
Copies may be obtained, free o} 
charge, from Line Elevator grain 
huyers. School teachers should avai 
themselves of this opportunity, 

Control, Since Poison Ivy 3 
largely confined to the margins o 
woods, eradication is diffieult. How 
ever, when found in picnie ground: 
suminer resorts, and other ground 
frequented by people, particularly 
children, it should be rooted out 
ind burned. If hand pulling i 
undertaken, rubber boots — and 
gloves should) be worn, and al 
clothing washed after the job i: 
completed, Spraying with sodiun 
chlorate will afford effective contro 
of Poison Ivy, though at least tw« 
applications are usually necessary 

Treatment for Poisoning @ Man 
remedies shave been suggested te 
ease the burning and irritation 
caused by Poison Ivy. The Unite: 
States Public Health Service recom 
mends a 10 per cent alcoholic solu 
tion of tannic acid applied as; 
lotion. ‘If poisoning is severe, : 
physician should be consulted. be 
fore any home remedies are applied
